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gether an unprofitable thing in Phyfick ; and who knows 
whether they that cry up Corral fo much, did ever make 
any ule of it, unlefsit were to amufe common People 
with uncommon Medicines, and thereby get themfeives 
a Name; whilft they are in the mean time only cheating 
the World ; of which we have fo many Examples. 

I have likewife examined into two other forts of

By thefe it appears, that this Station flour.ll.ed when 
the Roman Empire was in its prime ; and there being 
none of a later Date, makes it probable, that it pe alli- 
ed in fomeof the Infurreftions of the Native Brigantes, 
about Severn's Time, as it was conjectured from the 
forjm of the Letter A in the Infcriptions upon the Fune- 
jal Monuments formerly accounted for.

Ipfwicby July 20, 1700, 
'HERE happened here on the 16th paft, a molt Vi- 
_ olent Storm of Thunder ^nd Lightning, the Ef- 
fects of which have been both wonderful and difmal ; it 
began about Six to be perceived at fome diftance, and a- 
rofein the South Weft: I happened then to be on the 
higheir Eminence about' this Town, from whence I could 
very plainly diftinguifh, the working of the Storm, and 
can't but take notice to you of one tiling I thought very 
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
